Haig Launches a Formidable 


Thrust Along the Arras- 


Cambrai Road

(By the Associated Press) 


After pausing for several days along 


the line west and northwest of Cam- 
brai, where the Germans settled them- 
selves last week behind tho Canal fiu 
Nord, the British today ar« reported 
attacking 
a section of this line in 


considerable strength. 
Formidable Thrust By British 


What is unofficially described as a 


"formidable thrust" was developed this 
morning by Field Marshal Ilaigs forces 
along the Arras-Cambrai road, which 
crosses the canal about six miles from 
the outskirts of Cambrai. Whether this 
will prove to he the expected attack 
to brpak thp. ranal line or merely a 
reconnaissance in force, however, re- 
mains to be developed. 


It is definitely 
reported, 
however, 


that on the line to the south the Brit- 
ish are pressing forward toward St. 
Quentin and are now only five milus 
from the Hlndenburg line in this area, 
where the German retreat has bein 
slowest and-accompanied by the great- 
est resistance. 
Successes Scared BT French 


Successes also have been scored by 


tho French in the St. Quentin region, 
where their line joins the British. There 
have bfien indications that the Germans 
intended making a stand along thra 
Crozat canal, defending the strong- 
hold of Le Fere, the principal outlyi:m 
protection of the St. Gobain ma.ssif -in 
the north. 
This plan appears already 


to have been frustrated by the French,

There has been no further advance 


by the French along the more south- 
erly stretches of the St. Gobain de- 
fenses before Laon, where the German 
resistance is now of the most .despar- 
ate character. The enemy is repor.ted 
to have massed enormous numbers of 
guns In this region, and to be hurried- 
ly strengthening the already 
strong 


positions. 


French Inroads Upon 3Insslf 


Inroads have been made upon 
tho

west by the French, 


however, and there are no indications 
that they intend accepting the stabil- 
izing of the line in this sector which 
the Germans so evidently desire. Ber-

German Counter Attacks 


Northeast of Soissons the Germans

Gains for Americans 


Reports on the situation along the 


Aisne, where the Americans have been 
facing the Germans abreast the canal 
paralleling the river on a long stretch 
east from Conde were lacking today.

Adolphe Perron's Housekeep- 


er Pleads Not Guilty—Case 


Continued Until-Sept. 19 


Mrs. Clara Miller, 
aged 24 years, 


was arraigned In police 
court 
this 


morning on a charge of manslaughter 
in connection 
with 
the 
death 
of 


Adolphe Perron, a Moody street mer- 
chant, who passed away at the Lowell 
Corporation hospital, yesterday fore- 
noon, as a result of a bullet wound. 
Mrs. Miller entered a plea of not 
guilty and her case was continued 
until Sept. 19, her bail being fixed at 
$2000. 


Sunday morning, shortly after mid- 


night, Patrolmen Cossette and Regan 
were called to tho home of Perron. 
24S Moody street, by Mrs. Miller and 
found Perron suffering- from a bullet 
wound in the breast. 
The ambu- 


lance was summoned and Perron was 
rushed to the Lowell Corporation hos- 
pital where he died shortly before 
noon the same day. 
The arrest of 


Mrs. Miller came as a result of a 
declaration made by Perron before his 
death.. 


According to the police. Mrs. Miller 


claimed that Saturday night some vis- 
itors called at the home of Perron 
and considerable liquor was drunk on 
the premises. 
The visitors left the 


house at about 10.30 o'clock. 
A half 


hour later Mrs. Miller says she closed 
the variety store in the front of the 
tenement. 
When she entered her 


room she claimed that Perron dis- 
played a revolver and threatened to 
shoot her. 
'She pushed him to one 


side and out of her room, at the same 
time closing and locking the door. 
She said she heard Perron lock the 
door on his side and a few minutes 
later heard the report of a revolver. 
She attempted to force the door oft 
Perron's room without success hut! 
Inter she kicked in the glass panel i 
and succeeeded in gaining an cntranc» 
the 
floor with tho revolver in his 


land. 
She then called to neighbors 


but they did not respond so she went 
and found Perron staggering around 
out In the street and notified police 
officers.

"Don't blnme her. 


lid It myself, 
sun went off."

Perron was asked by Dr. John J.

Capt. RIchnrfls has seen three years 


of service in Prance, and 
experienced 


.hose hard long days of anxiety in the 
beginning of the war when it was the 
old story of the Germans 
having 
a 


great superiority of guns and men. He 
explained about the long days of fight- 
ing in 1914 in the Ypres salient 
"It 


was different from the olden days when 
a battle would decide the 
fate 
of 


Europe. At this time there were long 
periods, of battles, the 
first 
one 14 


days, and six months later when our 
1st 
Canadian 
division 
entered 
we 


fought 21 days, in this Ypres salient, 
always oh the'defensive! 
One thing 


e are certain of now is that the al- 


lies are on the offensive." 


He stated that'he is always hearing 


Questions regarding the Huns' 
fight- 


ing qualities. 
"They will fight 
and 


fight well up to a certain point, then 
a little thought'strikes them, 'I am up 
against a fellow that Is going to lick 
me.' 
A-t one time about 50 prisoners 


were taken and sent back to a. cage of 
barbed wire in a field. Two of them 
had retained guns and shot and killed 
our sergeant-major. 
OJ course they 


were killed instantly. 
Oh. they 
are 


dirty dogs. I have seen thousands of 
Germans in these prison- cages 
and 


nine-tenths of them have expression- 
less, characterless faces." He then re- 
lated 
somuthing 
about 
the 
battle 


scenes he had witnessed in which he 
participated during these German of- 
fensives. 


"During the attack we heard an ex- 


plosion. 
The Germans had mined this 


place, and when the 
smoke 
cleared 


away there was nothing left of 
the 


two companies located there. 
In two 


clays our losses were 7000. They drove 
lis back but how long would the Ger 
mans be permitted to hold their gains? 


Under the command of Qtnvral Bins 
we made the attack and gained «v- 
erything; we had loat and more." 


Sttond Ypr*» Attack 


Speaking tit this second attack at 


Ypree, when the first Canadian divi- 
sions took part, he said. "This was the 
time when Germany first Instituted 
gas, although elementary In use. hav- 
ing these bag cylinders connected with 
pipes stretching near our lines, al- 
though there was a gap of 4^i miles 
between the two armies. The success 
of the gas attack, depended upon the 
prevailing wind. 
Soon there was 
a 


dark cloud of yellowish brown drift- 
ing toward us. 
The Canadians then 


committed one of the most memorable 
deeds of the war. 
They had nu jas 


masks, and so many soldiers had been 
killed by the former gas 
attack that 


they knew it was necessary to think 
of some scheme of diverting ths com- 
ing attack. 


"The wind was In the 'right direc- 


tion, so we gathered potato sacks and 
barley sacks, soaked them with kero- 
sene and gasoline, creating 
thft 
de- 


sired smoke, and at a stated time they 
were flung towards the German 
line. 


This carried out our purpose, for the 
Germans called 
out 
their 
reserves. 


They thought the Canadians were put- 
ting on a gas attack. The . Germans. 
Instead of going through, dug 
them- 


selves in. 
The channel ports were at 


their mercy, but they did not take ad- 
vantage1 of this 
opportunity, 
which 


never came to them again." 


The captain urged Americans not to 


let up one single minute or relax in 
their efforts to win the war. "Although 
I am not pessimistic, and am sure we 
will win the war, in fact, have never 
doubted it. still you must not be too 
optimistic. There is a great deal yet to 
be accomplished. 


"There is the rainy season 
coming 


when it will be more than 
hard 
to 


make the offensives, 
when 
the 
sol- 


diers will have to go through muddy 
ground, having huge shell holes. 
I 


have been through just 
such 
ground 


when we had to hop along like frogs. 
When Lloyd George said, 'It 
would 


have been a tragedy for mankind had 
America not been there,' he certainly 
said the right thing. 


"The democracy of Prance did 
not 


want war. Great Britain shrank from 
It and your democracy sought 
peace 


but we are in It now and we must all 
put our shoulder to the wheel, notonly 
the fighting armies, but you folks who 
remain at home."

This announcement was based upon a 


canvass of the states and cities which 
was conducted by Dr. Perry A. Dickie 
of New York.

The states listed as having abolished 


the study of the German language from 
their schools are Alabama, California, 
Connecticut, 
Delaware. 
Louisiana. 


Maine, Mississippi. Montana. North Da- 
kota, Oklahoma, South Dakota, Tennes- 
see. Utah and West Virginia. 


The following states. It is announced, 


now have under consideration the abol- 
ition or the teaching oj German: Ari- 
zona, Arkansas. Florida. Georgia, Idaho, 
Indiana. Kansas. Michigan, Missouri, 
New Jersey. New York, Ohio, Rhode 
Island. Texas, Virginia and Wisconsin.

cure the men in camp and trench, more 
doctors and nurses to care for 
the 


wounded, more food and clothing and 
comforts for our forces abrond. and 
more vital assistance to our, associates 
in the war. 


"Ships then are indispensable. Tho 


shipbuilders have 
indeed done well. 


But they will do better. The army will 
be ready when the ships are ready." ' 


Secretary Daniels; 
"The chief busi- 


ness of the navy during this war has 
been to keep safe the road to France. 
We need more ships and 
every man 


who drives two more rivets where one 
has been driven before is a 
public 


benefactor." 


Food Administrator Hoover: 
"The 


shortage of ships has placed upon us 
the responsibility 
of 
supplying 
the 


major share of all foodstuffs needed to 
•maintain the millions of soldiers and 
civilians who are bearing the brunt of 
Germany's assaults. 


"Until we are building 
ships 
fast 


enough to supply all war demands, we 
cannot hope to bo relieved of the re- 
sponsibility for utmost 
conservation. 


In this year's crops, we very properly 
see the height of our war-time 
food 


production. 


"Until the -world's tonnage is suffi- 


cient to allow freer use of vessala, "Eu- 
ropean supplies must 
be maintained 


largely from what can be spared in 
the United States. The measure ot our 
service may be lightened only in di- 
rect ratio to the increase in marine 
shipping facilities." 


Fuel Administrator Garfleld: 
"The 


fuel administration must 
depend 


ships to supply coal to New England 
and the great section of our country at 
the end of the great lakes. With every 
additional ship that puts to sea," the 
fuel requirements of the 
government 


are enlarged. The total coal require- 
ments for ocean going ships including 
the navy havo grown to sixteen mil- 
lion tons by July, 191S. The increased 
requirement is already one hundred per 
cent beyond that of last year. As the 
program of the shipping board gains 
impetus, the responsibilities of the fuel 
administration are correspondingly en- 
larged."

labor. The employment exchanges in 
tho various states are working day and 
afglu.

"To set these men, nearly every in- 


dustry must contribute. A ship re- 
quires all kinds of labor, and there 
must be an enormous educational pro- 
gram, giving thousands of men their 
nrst highly specialized knowledge.

BOSTON, Sept. 3.—More than 25,000 


persons thronged the streets, near the 
Mission church, Roxbury, yesterday 
afternoon when, in the presence of 
high officers of the army and navy and 
officials of the state and citj-, a service 
flag in honor of 937 young men of the 
parish who have entered the nation's 
fighting forces was unfurled, and by 
its side a huge American flag. 


Besides stars for the 937 men who 


have gone from the parish, the flag 
also contained five crosses showing 
that five priests from the parish are 
serving as chaplains. Eight gold stars 
at the foot of the flag told their own 
story that eight boys had already died 
in the service. 


Rev. Fr. William A. Kenna, C.S.S.R., 


the rector, and the large number of 
priests attached to the parish 
were 


proudly enthusiastic, while prominent 
speakers 
feelingly 
referred to the 


great contribution this one parish has 
made for the denfense of the country. 


Tremont street, near the church, was 


black with people; the side streets 
were choked with masses of humanity 
and outbursts of applause greeted the 
words of the speakers. 


All ia ail, it was a great day for the 


parish. 
Not only the 937 boys who 


have gone were remembered, but al.-o 
the additional 50 or more who have de- 
parted within the past week, and yes- 
terday the parish, in reality, observed 
the raising of a service flag represent- 
ing the largest number of men sent 
to the army and navy by any parish in 
the United States, so far as Is known. 
Justly proud of this was the rector, Fr. 
Kenna, but even more proud was he, 
as he stated in his address, of the fact 
that more than 60 per cent of tha 
number had not waited for the draft, 
but had volunteered.

Enough Coal Cars Ready— 


400 Railroad Presidents Re- 


moved—Big Salaries Act 


WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 
9.—Govern- 


ment operation of railroads for 
the- 


seven 
months ending Aug. 1 is re- 


viewed in the flrst report of Director 
Genera! McAdoo to President "Wilson. 
The report, made public yesterday, re- 
veals that salaries paid railroad execu- 
tives by the government are much low- 
er than received from companies und->r 
private control, but they have not been 
pruned to the comparatively small fig- 
ures of other officers in government 
service. 


The seven regional directors of the 


railroad administration get 
between 


$40,000 and $50.000 a year and federal 
managers of individual roilds or sys- 
tems varying amounts between $5000 
and $40,000. although undor private 
control salaries ranged as 
high as 


5100,000 for railroad presidents and 
chief executives. 
Directors Pair $20,000 or More 


At the same time, it is shown that 


directors oi the nine divisions of the 
railroad administration are paid sala- 
ries between ?20,000 and $22,000 each. 
Mr. McAdoo, their superior, receivas 
only the usual cabinet member's sal- 
ary of 512,000 as secretary of the treas- 
ury and nothing additional as director 
general of railroads. A number of as- 
sistant divisional directors of the rail- 
road administration are paid, at his di- 
•rection, more than he receives. 


Of the 2325 railway officers receiving 


more than $5000 under private man- 
agement. 400 presidents and other offi- 
cers have been removed from govern- 
ment payrolls, though they may have 
been retained at company expense, and 
the 521.320,000 paid officers in the ag- 
gregate tinder private control has been 
reduced to 515,062.000 by the govern- 
ment. 


'Explaining his policy of fixing sali- 


ries of executives, the director said: 


'.'It is not only equitable but neces- 


sary that they should be justly remun- 
erated and that the reward of brains, 
industry and loyalty should be suffi- 
cient to continually attract able men 
to the service of the railroads as their 
life's work. 


"It is not merely a question of oper- 


ating the railroads during the period

supply. 


"Of late cars have been supplied to 


the coal mines more rapidly than they 
have bi-er. able. 10 load them," he said, 
"and it 
Is probable that 
adequate 


transportation for the 
fuel 
require- 


ments of the naftion will be available, 
provided the coal 
production during 


the warm weather can be maintained 
at a point that will fully employ the 
cars requisitioned. 


"The country has been led to believe 


that coal production is limited entirely 
by transportation and that many a 
shortage Is due to the railroads. Th'.s 
is erroneous. The maintenance of an 
adequate coal supply depends in tin 
first Instanec upon production, which 
in turn, is restricted in the first in- 
stance by shortages of labor and other 
causes aside from transportation." 


Up to Aug. 1. 22,000.000 more tons of 


coal had been hauled this year than In 
the same period last year. Mr. McAdoo 
reported. 


The director general recited 
many 


measures adopted under common man- 
agement of rail lines for economies by 
eliminating 
competition. 
including 


closing individual company ticket and 
traffic solicitation 
offices, 
arranging 


for all lines to carry their own insur- 
ance, unifying the express companies, 
eliminating 
unnecessary 
passenger 


service and consolidating terminals. 


He also referred to increased 
effi- 


ciency, through shortening of freight 
routes, heavier loading of cars, stimu- 
lating prompt removal of goods at ter- 
minals, standardized designs for cars 
and locomotives and other 
operating 


reforms. It was imperative and just to 
raise wages, the report said, and con- 
sequently necessary to advance rates 
25 per cent. 


The report adds: 
"Summarizing 
generally 
there 
Is 


good ground for believing that sub- 
stantial progress has been made in ac- 
celerating the movement of traffic, em- 
ploying the available equipment more 
intensively and running trains more 
nearly on time." 


Snys Efficiency Is Increased 


In conclusion, the director general 


said: 


'A daily increase in facility and effi- 


ciency is noticeable, and I am confident 
that the railroads will shortly, be ia 
condition to meet any 'demands that 
may be made of them, if needed motive 
power already ordered can be secured 
and if the necessary skilled labor is 
not withdrawn from the railroads for 
military and other purposes. 


"Officials and employes have worked 


with such loyalty and zeal to accom- 
plish what has already been done that 
it is a genuine pleasure to make ac- 
knowledgment of their splendid work. 
It is a constant satisfaction to be asso- 
ciated with them."

American Refugees 
Safe at 


Stockholm—Tell of Condi- 


tions in Russia 


(By tha Associated Press) 


STOCKHOLM. 
Saturday. Sept. 7.— 


The American refugees from Moscow 
reached Stockholm yesterday. 12 days 
after their departure from the Bolshe- 
vik capital. They were met by Shel- 
don Whitehouse. the American charge 
d'affaires and a party of Americans 
and Europeans who were anxious to 
learn the lot of friends and relatives 
in Russia. 


Immediately after crossing into Fin- 


land the Americans were impressed by 
the orderly conditions prevailing. There 
i-as no shooting at the railway sta- 
tions; the trains were clean and the 
car windows not broken, and hood- 
lums were not causing the breaking 
down of passenger and freight trains 
by overloading them. The Finns near 
the border had sufficient food except 
flour and sugar. 


Conditions improved as the special 


train approached Tornea. opposite the 
Swedish border, and on the Swedish 
side they were almost unbelievable for 
refugees from Soviet, Russia, which Is 
staggering on, hungry and miserable, 
toward a hopeless winter. 


When the Americans left Russia they 


say flour sold at $1.25 a pound and that 
it was seldom obtainable at any price. 
The price of sugar was S3 a pound and 
the staple was scarce at that. 


The refugees say that starvation-had 


become so prevalent in Moscow that 
late in August the food commission 
was forced to remove all regulations 
on citizens, and permitted them to en- 
ter the city with CO pounds of food 
each. This step, it was asserted, was 
an admission of the absolute failure ot 
the food commission, which had bread 
and was forced, through the pressure 
of the rebelling citizens to let the peo- 
ple take the food supply into their 
own hands. 


Wheat and other grains •were not 


available, as the peasants in the grain 
sections still under soviet control, re- 
fused to feed the cities. 


Potatoes and other vegetables -were 


selling at 25 cents a1 pound. They are 
the chief food supply of Moscow and 
Petrograd. 


The workmen of Moscow and Petro- 


grad factories'cannot obtain food from 
the commissions, which have advised 
thorn-to. shoulder their rifles and.take 
the grain away 
from the peasants. 


This advice has seldom been heeded, 


a majority of the workmen regard 


the -peasants as brothers. 


Wholesale charges of the Bolshevik 


newspapers that the bourgeoisie are 
wholly responsible for the food short- 
age no longer quiet the hungry labor- 
_rs, whose faith in the Bolshevik is 
waning appreciably. 
The promises of 


Leon Trotzky, the Bolshevik foreign 
minister, to quell the Czecho-Slovak 
rising and tap the supply of wheat no 
longer are generally credited. 


Russia, the refugees say, has a. bum- 


per wheat and rye crop in virtually all 
the grain sections. Much of the grain 
has already been harvested, but the 
Bolshevik have neither the organiza- 
tion nor the transportation facilities 
to obtain bread for the'starving cities, 
which scarcely can be expected to dras 
through a breadless winter without 
turning against a government whose 
policy has lost the wheat districts. 


STOCKHOLM, Sunday. Sept. S. 
(By 


he Associated Press.)—The lack of re- 
liable information possessed by Fin- 


;and and Sweden concerning internal 
iffairs in Russia amazed the American 
ind Italian refugees who have just ar- 
rived here from Russian territory. They 
were likewise much surprised to find 
Finland and Sweden .in such a. normal 
condition. 


Bolshevik and German newspapers 


and propagandists have the field all to 
themselves in supplying Russia wi.th 
what information they choose regard- 
ing outside affairs, and they also mo- 
nopolize the reports going out of the 
-ountry. Bolshevik! Russia now stands 
in absolute telegraphic isolation from 
the rest of the world, with the single 
exception of the outlet through Ger- 
many. Telegraphing is no longer pos- 
sible through the Ukraine, Finland. Si- 
beria or north Russian 
ports, 
conse- 


quently the Bolshevik wireless service 
and the German-censored and German- 
colored dispatched alone 
supply the 


outside world with Russian news.

PARIS. Sept. 9. (By the Associated 


Press.)—Lt. Thomas Hitchcock. Jr.. of 
Westbury. L. r.. the youthful member 
of the Lafayette Flying corps, 
who 


was captured by the Germans- Fome 
"•me aijo. but recently made his es- 


pe and reached Switzerland Aug. 2S. 


yesterday gave a description of his ex- 
periences while a captive and of his 
night to neutral territory, which was 
accomplished 
through 
evading: 
his 


guard while on board a train. 
The 


guard was taking a nap at the time. 


Hitchcock was captured March 6, 


vhen he was forced to land aftor an 
ori.il combat with three German ma- 


chines. He was wounded in the thigh 


id his machine became disabled at an 
tftude of .1000 metres. Notwithstand- 


ing his wound and the condition of his 
plane, he brought the machine in safe- 
ty to land inside the German line. He 
,-as immediately seized by several Ger- 
ans and taken to a dressing: station. 


From there he was sent to a hospital 


c St. Arnold. Later he was transferred 
> Saarbrackcn. 


Two Month* to Heal 


It took two months for the wound Jn 


his leg to heal. He said he was not ill- 
treated by the Germans, but that there 
was plenty of suffering among the 
prisoners, who were barely existing. 
He had been saved by the arrival of 
packages from France containing food, 


"After landing inside the German 


lines." said Hitchcock. "I fainted twice. 
The second time I did not come to my 
senses until I had reached the dress- 
ing station. In the hospital I received 
fair treatment only. 
There was one- 


doctor for the 150 patients and the 
food •was not very good. 
The food 


packages I received from France helped 
me greatly. 


"I effected my escape while being 


transported with two other Americans 
from Bachfeld to Rastadt. There was 
one German guard for the three of 
us. 
We were watching our chancos 


for escape. 
While the traJn stopped 
it a station near Ulm, tlie gxiard fell 
nto a doze. 
I snatched the railway 


map, which was near him, mid also 
my money—-we were not allowed, to 
handle our money. 


"Presently the guard 
awoke 
and 


missed the map and money. 
Picking 


p quickly my package of food which 


had been saved from my rations, but 
eaving the map behind, I rushed out 
of the door opposite and ran as fast 
as possible away from the railroad 
track. 
The guard yelled after me, 


but I knew that he could not follow 
because of the two other prisoners he 
lad in charge. 


'I then slowed down and began to 


walk toward the frontier. During the 
daytime T always hid in the woods. 
and at night I avoided towns and vll- 
ages, walking around them. 
I was 


always on a close watch for the Ger- 
nans. for I was in the uniform of a 
French aviator. Most ol the territory- 
traversed by mo was farming lan'l, 
with the people working during the 
day. When they left the fields in the 
evening, then I would begin my tramp. 


"I made excellent progress, except 


now 
and 
then 
when I ecountered 


marshes, fences and 'hedges. 
I slept 


during the daytime, after having made 
sure of the safety of 
my 
sleeping 


place. 


Arriving at what"I thought was the 


Swiss frontier, I watched for traps, 
such as electrically charged wires and 
automatic signals. Apparently I evad- 
ed all such things. 


"One morning T felt sure that T was 


.n Switzerland, but before, inquiring T 
added a few extra miles to my tramp 
ind found myself in a little village. 
There I asked a gir]. who spoke French, 
where T was. She said I was in Switz- 
erland, and then I knew I was safe." 


Hitchcock will leave for the United 


States in about two weeks.

experienced 


those hard long days of anxiety in the 
beginning of the war when it was the 
old story of the Germans having a 
great superiority of guns and men. He 
explained about tho long days of fight- 
ing in .1914 in the Ypres salient. 
"It 


was different from the olden days when 
a battle would decide the 
fate., of 


Europe. At this time there were Ions 
periods of battles, the first 
one 14 


days, and six months later when our 
1st 
Canadian 
division 
entered wo 


fought 21 days', in this Tpres salle::t. 
always on the defensive. 
One thing 


we are certain of now is that the al- 
lies are on the offensive." 


He stated that he is always hearing 


questions regarding the Huna' 
nght- 


injr qualities. 
"They will fight 
and 


fight well up to a certain point, then 
a little thought strikes them, 'T am up 
against a fellow that is going to lick 
me.' 
At one time about 50 prisoners 


were taken and sent back to a cage of 
barbed wire in a field. Two of them 
had retained guns and shot and killed 
our sergeant-major. 
Of course they 


were killed instantly. 
Oh, they are 


dirty dogs. I have seen thousands of 
Germans in these prison 
cages 
and 


nine-tenths of them have expression- 
less, characterless faces." He then re- 
lated 
something • about 
the 
battle 


scenes he had witnessed in which he 
participated during these German of- 
fensives. 


"During the attack we heard an ex- 


plosion. The Germans had mined this 
place, and when the 
smoke 
cleared 


away there was nothing left of 
the 


two companies located there. 
In two 


days our losses were 7000. They drove 
us back but how long would the Ger- 
mans be permitted to hold their gains? 


Under the command of General ' Bing'j 
we made the attack and sained ev- 
erything we had lost and more." 
Second Ypre» Attack 


Speaking of this second attack at 


Ypres. when the first Canadian 
divi- 


sions took part, he said. "This was the 
time when Germany first 
instituted 
gas, although elementary in use. hav- 
ing these bag cylinders connected with 
pipes stretching near our lines, al- 
though there was a gap of 4& miles 


of the gas attack depended upon the 
prevailing wind. 
Soon there was a 


dark cloud of yellowish brown drift- 
ing toward us. 
The Canadians 
then 


committed one of the most memorable 
deeds of the war. 
They had no ,jas 


masks, and so many soldiers had been 
killed by the former gas attack that 
they knew it was necessary to think 
of some scheme of diverting ths com- 
ing attack. 


"The wind was In the right direc- 


tion, ao we gathered potato sacks and 
barley sacks, soaked them with kero- 
sene and gasoline, creating 
the 
de- 


sired smoke, and at.a stated time they 
were flung towards the German line. 
This carried out our purpose, for the 
Germans called 
out 
their reserves. 


They thought the Canadians were put- 
ting on a gas attack. The' Germans, 
instead of going through, dug them- 
selves in. 
The channel ports were at 


their mercy, but they did not take ad- 
vantage of this 
opportunity, 
which 


never came to them again." 


The captain urged Americans not to 


let up one single minute or relax in 
their efforts to win the war. "Although 
I am not pessimistic, and am sure we 
will win the war. in fact, have never 
doubted it. still you must not be too 
optimistic. Thpro is a great deal yet to 
be accomplished. 


"There is the rainy season coming 


when it will he more than hard 
to 


make the offensives, 
when 
the sol- 


diers will have to go through muddy 
ground, having huge shell holes. 
I 


have been through just such ground 
when we had to hop along like frogs. 
When J/loyd George said, 'It would 
have been a. tragedy for mankind 
had 


America not been there,' he certainly 
said the right thing. 


"The democracy of France did 
not 


want war. Great Britain shrank from 
It nnd your democracy sought peace, 
but we are in it now and we must all 
put our shoulder to the wheel, not only 
the lighting armies, but you folka who 
remain at home." 


NEW YORK, 
Sept 9.—American 


soldiers in the front line trenches in 
Franco will receive their home letters 
within three weeks after mailing if 
plans now being worked out by army 
postal officials are successful. 


Captain Frank E. FraJior, assistant 


director of the American Expedition- 
ary Forces postal service in France, 
has returned to the United States t'o 
put into" effect plans for expediting 
the delivery of American mail to the 
soldiers in France. 
He said today: 


"With what has been done or is 


now being done to insure the prompt 
delivery of mail, there should he no 
occasion'.for delay or non-delivery'of 


letters to our soldiers' In Franc* if 
these writing them from homo will 
realize "that the slightest Inaccuracy 
or obscurity In the address of a let- 
ter Is almost certain to cause delay 
and may result in non-delivery." 


One million letters arrive in France; 


every day addressed to memb.ers of j 
the American Expeditionary 
Forces,! 


according to an estimate of the mili- 
tary postal auihoritiess. 


Steps taken to expedite mail from! 


the United States to France, accord- j 
ing to the statement, include: 
The • 


turning over of complete military in- i 
formation as to Jhe 
location 
of ! 


troops in France by the military au- i 
thorities to the military and domestic- 
postal officers; the issuance of orders 
sending mail on every ship destined. 
for any port in France organized to ! 
receive mail; and the adoption of a 1 
scheme of designation for groups of 
unattached soldiers sent 
from 
the 


United States "to replacement camps 
in France. 
"A complete postal system corre- 


sponding to that in'the United States 
is now in operation in France with 
a central post office located at Tours." 
the statement continues. 
"This serv- 


ice, except the distribution and dis- 
patch of mails to the United States, 
is entirely under military control. 


"In view of 
the 
duplication 
of 


names' in ihe American Expeditionary 
Forces, the "absence of any distin- 
guishing designation for groups 
of 


casual or replacement men has been 
a source of difficulty in the delivery 
of mail. 
Thousands of soldiers are 


being sent to France every month 
from this country for 
replacement 


purposes. It is estimated that 300,000 
letters a month were delayed from 
this cause. 
This delay in delivery 


will not occur tinder arrangements 
which have just been made to have 
each replacement unit of 250 men, as 
it leaves camp in the United States 
given a distinctive company number 
which it will retain until it reaches 
a replacement camp in France. Ev- 
ery member of such unit will then be 
one of 250 men instead of one of one 
and a half million men.

Dear George: jyst received your let- 
ter and was more than Klad to hear 
irom you. It la the first line from the 
outsiu* world since I. not wounded, the 
16th of July. By the time this reaches 
you, you will probably have read about 
the Kreat reception the Huns got from 
the Yanks, in the first few weeks. How 
the English are taking a whack at 
them, and from all appearances are 
, doing a good job. I am glad to hear 
; so many good reports of the spirit of 
the 
people back 
home. 
You know 
that s an awful blow to Kaiser Bill and 
his gang, after the millions spent on 
. Propaganda In the U. S. alone. The 
, kaiser watched what he thought to be 
the German offensive from a tower In 
Chateau-Thierry. I wonder if he would 
have been BO interested in the battle if 
he had known the Americana were to 
be In the same town as soon as they 
were. I'll bet he did some tall sprlnt- 


• ing when he saw those coal-hod hel- 
mets of his army coming back (what 
. was left of them) a lot quicker than 
when they went forward. 
He must 
haev traveled because the troops made 
' pretty good time, and he heat them 
i out. If the allies continue to hit them 
. as hard as they have been doing the 
past month. I imagine it will bo _ ar- 
ranged so that Will may watch all the 
battle he wants from his own roof, 
. right In Berlin, provided of course that 
he does not tell anyone what roof he 
is going to be on, because if our artil- 
lery knew 
that, I know 
that they 
would heave an iS-Inch shell at .him. 
Tins town I am In now is quite a 
distance from the front. I haven't got 
a good look at the town yet. All I 
have seen of it so far has beon from 
the inside looking out, but when my 
foot gets a little bit better I am going 
to promenade around a bit to KIVB it 
the once over.

Some surprise has been expressed at 


'the increase granted to certain rail- 
road employes by Director 
General 


lleAdoo. As early as last spring cer- 
tain classes of employes made it very 
plain that they wer* undwpasi 
It 


appeared that while the brotherhoods 
and other trainmen were well taken 
care of so far as wages were con- 
cerned, the numerous employes en- 
gaged in offices and various other ca- 
pacities, such as trackmen, laborers 
and mechanics were much underpaid. 
Fully 75 per cent of the i.OOO.OOO em- 
ployes 
received 
less 
than JSO.OO a 


month, and 
many 
thousands 
em- 


ployed in a clerical capacity and other 
laborious work were paid not over S500 
a year. 


Moreover, when the government took 


-charge of the railroads, it appeared 
that some officials were receiving from 
550,000 to $100,000 a year, while minor 
officials in the ranks of the brotherhood 
were paid from $3000 to JSOOO-ir-year. 
The injustice of all this was impressed 
upon tho director general 
in 
the 


course of a thorough investigation of 
existing conditions. 
The result was. 


that he decided to grant an increase 
under a general plan of readjustment 
in which some employes will receive 
as much as 525.00 a month additional 
while .equal pay will be guaranteed 
to women for eq.ua! service. 


This increase will net a great many 


million 'dollars in the course of a 
year, but it is expected that the em- 
ployes will earn every cent of it.

$8,114,000,000 Estimated

American Refugees Safe at 


Stockholm—Tell of Condi- 
tions in Russia 


(By the Associated Press) 


STOCKHOLM. 
Saturday. 
Sept. 7.— 


The American refugees from Moscow 
reached Stockholm yesterday. 12 days 
after their departure from the Bolshe- 
vik capital. 
They were met by Shel- 


don Whltehouse. the American charge 
d'affaires and a party of Americans 
and Europeans who \vere anxious to 
learn the lot of friends and relatives 
In Russia. 


Immediately after crossing into Fin- 


land the Americans were impressed by 
the orderly conditions prevailing. There 
was no shooting at th* railway sta- 
tions; the trains were clean and the 
car windows not broken, and hood- 
urns were not causing the breaking 
down of passenger and freight trains 
by overloading them. The Finns near 
the border had sufficient food except 
flour and sugar. 


Conditions improved as the special 


train approached Tornea, opposite the 
Swedish border, and on the Swedish 
side they were almost unbelievable for 
refugees from Soviet, Russia, which is 
staggering on, hungry and miserable, 
toward a hopeless winter. 


When the Americans left Russia they 


say flour sold at SI.25 a pound and that 
It was seldom obtainable at any price. 
The price of sugar was 53 a pound and 
the staple was scarce at that. 


Tha refugees say that starvation had 


become so prevalent in Moscow that 
late in August the food commission 
was forced to remove all regulations 
on citizens' and permitted them lo en- 
ter the city with 60 pounds of food 
each. 
This step, it was asserted, was 


an admission of the absolute failure o! 
the food commission, which had bread 
and was forced, through the pressure 
of the rebelling citizens to let the peo- 
ple take the food supply into their 
own hands. 


Wheat and other grains wore not 


available, as the peasants in the grain 
sections' still under soviet control, re- 
fused to feed the cities. 


Potatoes and other vegetables were 


selling at 25 cents a pound. They are 
the chief food supply of Moscow and 
Petrograd. 


The workmen o£ Moscow and Petro- 


grad factories cannot obtain food from 
the commissions, which have advised 
thorn to shoulder their rifles and take 
the grain aw'ay from the peasants. 
This advice has seldom been heeded, 


a majority of the workmen regard 


the peasants as brothers. 


Wholesale charges of the Bolshevik 


newspapers that the bourgeoisie are 


holly responsible for the food short- 


age no longer quiet the hungry labor- 


" i. whose faith in the Bolshevik is 


waning appreciably. The promises of 
Leon Trotzky, the Bolshevik foreign 
minister, to quell the Czecho-Slovak 
rising and tap the supply of wheat no 
longer are generally credited. 


Russia, the refugees say, has a bum- 


per wheat and rye crop in virtually all 
the grain sections. Much of the grain 
has already been harvested, but the 
Bolshevik' have neither the organiza- 
tion nor the transportation facilities 
to obtain bread for the starving cities, 
which scarcely can be expected to dras 
through a breadless winter without 
turning- against a government whoso 
policy has lost the wheat districts. 


STOCKHOLM, Sunday, .Sept. 8. 
(By 


the Associated Press.)—The lack of re- 
liable information possessed by Pin- 
land and Sweden concerning internal 
affairs in Russia amazed the American 
and Italian refugees who have just ar- 
rived here from~Russian territory. They 
were likewise much surprised to find 
Finland and Sweden In such a normal 
condition. 
Bolshevik and 
German 
newspapers 


and propagandists have the field all to 
themselves in supplying Russia 
with 


what information they choose regard- 
ing outside affairs, and they also mo- 
nopolize the reports going out of the 
country. Bolsheviki Russia now stands 
in absolute telegraphic isolation from 
the rest of the world, with the single 
exception of the outlet through Ger- 
many. Telegraphing is no longer pos- 
sible through the Ukraine, Finland. Si- 
beria or north Russian 
ports, conse- 


quently the Bolshevik wireless service 
and the German-censored and German- 
colored dispatched alone 
supply the 


outside world with Russian news. 


The Associated Press correspondent 


at Moscow, who left Russia with the 
recently arrived party and

many announcements that the Indians 
were opposing conscription all

Press.)—Lt. Thomas Hitchcock, Jr.. of 
Westbury, L. I., the youthful member 
ot the Lafayette Flying corps, 
who 


was captured by the Germans some 
lima 330, but recently made his es- 
cape and reached Switzerland Aug. 2S. 
yesterday save a description of his ex- 
perienced while a captive and of his 
flight lo neutral territory, which was 
accomplished 
through 
evading 
his 


guard while on board a train. 
The 


guard was taking a nap at the time. 


Hitchcock was 
captured MarcTi 6, 


when he was forced to land after an 
aerial combat with three German ma- 
chines. He was wounded in the thigh 
and his machine became disabled at an 
alritude of 1500 metres. Notwfthstand- 
ng his wound and the condition of his 
plane, h« brought the machine in safe- 
ty to land inside the German line. He 
was immediately seized by several Ger- 
mans and taken to a dressing station. 
From there he was sent to a hospital 
at St. Arnold. I^atcr he was transferred 
to Saarbrnrkon. 


Two Months fo Hrnl 


It took two months for the wound In 


his leg to heal. Ho said he was not ill- 
treated by the Germans, but that there 
was plenty of suffering among tha 
prisoners, who were barely exMstlng-. 
He had been saved by the arrival of 
packages from France containing food. 


"After landing Inside the German 


lines," said Hitchcock, "I fainted twice. 
The second time I did not come to my 
senses until I had reached the dress- 
ing station. In the hospital I received 
fair treatment only. 
There was one 


doctor for the 150 patients and tha 
foot] was not very good. 
The food 


packages I received from France helped 
me greatly. 


"I effected my escape while being 


transported with two other Americans 
from Bachfeld to Rastadt. There was 
one German guard for the three of 
us. 
We were watching our chances 


for escape.\ While the train stopped 
at a station near Ulm, the guard fell 
Into a doze. I snatched the railway 
map, which was near him, aud also 
my money—we were not allowed to 
handle* our money. 


'Presently the guard 
awoke 
and 


missed the map and money. Ticking 
up quickljr my package of food which 
had been saved from my rations, but 
leaving the map behind, I rushed out 
of the door opposite and ran as fast 
as possible away from the railroad 
track. 
The guard yelled after me, 


but I knew that he could not follow 
because of the two other prisoners he 
had in charge. 


'T then slowed down and began to 


walk toward tho frontier. During the 
daytime T always hid in the woods, 
and at night T avoided towns and vil- 
lages, walking around them. 
I was 


always on a close watch for tho Ger- 


ans, for I was in the uniform of a, 


French aviator. Most of the territory, 
traversed by me was farming land, 
with the people working during the 
day. When they left the fields in the 
evening, then I would begin my tramp. 


"I made excellent progress, except 


now 
and 
then 
when I ecountered 


marshes, fences and hedges. 
I slept 


during tho daytime, after having made 
sure of the safety of 
my 
sleeping 


place. 


"Arriving at what T thought was the 


Swiss frontier, I watched for traps, 
such as electrically charged wires anfl 
automatic signals. Apparently I evad- 
ed all such things. 


'.'One morning T felt sure that I was 


in Switzerland, but before inquiring I 
added a few extra miles to my tramp 
and found myself in a little villas*. 
There I asked a girl, who spoke French, 
where I was. 
She said I was in Switz- 


erland, and then I knew I was safe." 


Hitchcock will leave Cor the United 


States-in about two weeks. He intends 
to transfer from the French to the 
American Flying corps.
